—It now 
turns out that liob Marler. who was 
hanged here Inst Friday, did make a 
full confeasion of his crime before he 
d^ed.

Pa, Feb. u— The 
mining town of Plymouth waa in 
mourning Tuosday night over a terri- 
ble accident that occurred in the Uay- 
lord colliery Tuesday morning. Thir- 
teen men, all citizens of that town, lost 
their lives while in the discharge at 
'heir duties. 

All the victims with the exception of 
wo, leave familiea One of these lost 
lis wife enly a month ago and four 
litfle children survive them. Conse 
luently the disaster throw* eleven 
widows and thirty-six children on the 
world's charity. 

The Oaylord mine is owned by Dan- 
iel Edwards, one of the wealthiest op- 
orators in the anthracite region. It is 
operated by the Kingt-tou Coal Co., of 
which Mr. Edwards is the president 
The best coal in the mine was ta^en 
out years ago. Then it was a', .mdoiied 
because it could not lie operated with 
profit. 

About three weeks ago the company 
iclded to resume opera t ions, and a 
party of expert miners was sent into 
the mine to make an examination. 
They found mnttcrs in bad shape. 
Tha last men at work in the col- 
liery had "robbed" the pillars sup- 
porting the roof until they were verv 
thin. A great mawf falls had taken 
place, the passages were blocked by 
the debris and the air current was poor. 
Mining experts gnve it in. their opinion, 
however, that the mine could be put in 
good condition again with a small out- 
lny of capital. 

The company decided to go 'on with 
the work at once. Monday morninir a 
large number of expert miners carry- 
ing safetv lamps entered the mine and 
gan the work of clearing Bp the aid 
ngwaysand propping the roof.
